PROTEST POSTAL SERVICE 


Heads of Federation of Postoffice 


Clerks Declare Department De- 


moralized by Inspectors. 


WASHINGTON, March 13. — The 


postal service has been demoralized 
by the attempt to_ convert a deficit of 
?61,000,000 into a'surplus within two 
years, heads of the national federa- 
tion of postoffice clerks charged to- 
day. The blame was placed on post- 
office inspectors. 


"Working conditions in the postal 


service are very bad," according to the 
statement. 
'The department finds 


itself short of funds. 
Someone has 


blundered in estimating the service 
fiscal needs. 
Primarily the trouble 
lies in the department's policy of ac- 
cepting the judgment of postoffice 
inspectors instead of postmasters, who 
are in closer contact with actual ser- 
vice problems. 


"All groups of postal employes are 


complaining of added burdens and 
speed-up practices- Postal service has 
been curtailed in many cities."

IN 0 STREET BLOCK 


LOSS MAY REACH MORE THAN $200,- 


000 EARLY ESTIMATES SHOW. 


Twenty-two Families Homeless and Big 


Business Firms Suffer Heavy Losses 


From an Early Morning Blaze.

It IB estimated that 5,000,000 gal- 


lons of water was used on the O 
street fire Tuesday night. Of this 
total perhaps two-thirds was fur- 
nished by the A street 
pumping 


station. 


Fire that started in the basement of 


the Henkle building at 1524-1528 0 
street about midnight destroyed that 
building and contents and seriously 
damaged 
the 
Victoria 
hotel and 


caused loss to the building east of it 
occupied by the Robertson Furniture 
company. 


The burned building was occupied 


by the -Van. Sickle Glass and Paint 
company and the People's Coal com- 
pany and other tenants. 


At 4 a. m. the file, tho still burning 


fiercely, had been controlled, aad the 
faenien were making headway against 
it in the upper stories of the Vic- 
toria hotel. Soon after they had the 
fire practically extinguished. 


Loss estimates were placed near 


1200,000, the paint stock being valued 
at 550,000 to ?55,000. 
The building 


and lot on which it stood was sold not 
a great while ago to JE. E. Henkle for 
$80,000. 


The building at 1524-1528 O street 


was gutted and its contents destroyed. 
Very little was saved from that build- 
ing. Water soaked thru the Robert- 
son furniture building and with the 
&moke and heat did damage to the 
stock. 
The front third of the Vic- 


toria hotel was burned_ above the sec- 
ond story and damage was done all 
over the building. 
The firemen had 


made a gallant fight from the rear of 
the hotel, 
forcing water 
streams 


against the fire on every floor as it 
eat its way down. 
Water poured on 


the paint company building had little 
effect because of the great heat which 
converted it into steam before the 
Btieam struck the base of the fire. 


Twenty-two families, who occupied 


suites on 'the upper floors above the 
Van Sickle company's store and the 
People's coal office, were driven from 
their homes with little warning. They 
saved little of their belongings. 


Aitled Many to Escape.

people out of the 
which 'was burned.

Estimating the Loss. 


The Victoria hotel building is owned 


by M. "W. Folsom and H. K. Burket 


Damage to the Victoria hotel was 


not estimated during the day by ex- 
perts because of the intense "heat. 
Those who viewed the wreckage from 
afar thought ?25.000 would be a low 
estimate on the damage done. 11 was 
understood the owners carried 150,000 
insurance on the building.

how the fire started. It began in a 
part of the basement where no in- 
flammables were kept. His best guess 
vas that someone 
had dropped a 


cigar or cigaret thru the grating and 
this had burned thru into the base- 
ment starting the fire. The stock of! . 
oils and inflammables were in a far' 
part of the basement from where the 
fire started 
and only canned goods 


were in that end. 


Lou Norfleet, who had been staying 


at the Victoria hotel, was one of the 
first to discover the fire. He said-the 
first indication of the blaze was little 
tongues of flame leaping fliru the 
broken glass squares in the sidewalk 
before the VanSickle company's store.

Lessons of the Fire. 


City Commissioner John Wright made the following statement Tura- 


day morning. 


"The fire of last night which destroyed the Van Sickle building and 


its contents, and also did considerable damage to the Victoria hotel 
bring-; out quite plainly two or three facts. 
"First that if there had not been .a blanket of snow and ice on the roofs 


of business blocks and residences nothing could have prevented a real 
conflagration. This is the very best kind of an argument for fire-proof 
roofing in the residence section and as near fire proof construction in the 
business district, as possible. Two or three other alarms coming in dur- 
ing this fire shows that while Lincoln appears to be well supplied with 
good fire fighting apparatus there Is even now none to spare and addi- 
tions must be provided to keep pace with the city's growth. .The two 
largest pieces of apparatus namely the one thousand gallon pumper and 
the aerial water tower paid for themselves las* night by saving the whole 
east portion of the block and the Victoria hotel. 


"The cily water pressure during this fire was excellent: at times 


reaching as high as one hundred and ten pounds, makiig it possible to 
run lines of hose direct from the hydrants to the fire. This together with 
the two pieces of apparatus above mentioned saved the day. But this 
kind of a strain on the pumping station and the city mains is riot the best 
means of providing water for fires. 
The Lincoln fire department will 


eventually have to provide itself with sufficient number of pumps with 
steamer hydrant connections so that it will rot be necessary to subject 
the whole city to loss by having so high a pressure in the mams that they 
break. This plan is being worked out in many cities ard was recom- 
•nsnded at the last firs chiefs convention in San Francisco.

THE WRECK OF THE HENKLE BUILDING 


Herbert F. Whittemore, former Wy- 


oming cattle and oil man, serving a 
sentence of one to ten >ears in the 
btate penitentiary on a chaige of man- 
slaughter, told the pardon board Tues- 
day morning that he was convicted ol" 
a crime he never committed; did not 
even scecominitted, and which his at- 
torney said was never proven against 
him. 


Whittemoie was convicted 'n con 


nection with the death of a rooming 
house keeper at Bayard, named Lundy ! 
and came to the penitentiary a little i 
over a year ago. According to testi- I 
mony offpred at the hearing Whitte- j 
more was stopping at the 
rooming 


house when a light occuried in an- 
other 100:11, between three unidenti- 
fied foreigners and a woman who were | 
drinking. Whittemore says he helped j 
Luudy quell the riq£ and-then went 
to his own loom. A short time after- j 
wards he says he heard Lundy -calling 
for help and found him lying in the 
street in front of the building mortally 
wounded. He sent for a doctor, he 
said, and assisted in taking the vic- 
tim to a hospital, 


Tho he had known Lundy for sev- 


eral weeks, he declared that Lundy bo- 
fore he died, fcaid he-had been killed 
by "strangers." 


Whittemore was arrested about a 


week later and convicted. The pardon 
board, however, have letters from the 
prosecuting attonrey who now says he 
beliefs Whittemore did not commit 
the crime. 


"Why" didn't you appeal your case 


to the supreme court?" Attorney Gen- 
eral Spillmau asked. 


"I thought \'i they could convict me 


in one couit without proving by a 
single eye witness that I committed- 
the crime, or without proving a mo- 
tive, that it would be a waste of 
money to try in any further -courts," 
he said. 


Pearle Nesbit, young Brown county 


rancher who told the board that he 
pleaded guilty of stealing forty hea'l 
of cattle for which he was given three 
one to ten jear^ sentences running 
concurrently making the actual sen- 
tence three to thirty years, declared 
that his crime was committed to re- 
lieve liis pressing financial condition 
after the slump in farm prices in 1920. 
Nesbit said that he drove two herds 
of cattle, consisting of twenty head 
each, approximately twenty-five miles 
during the night to his own ranch, and 
later sold them. 


He had a hard time convincing Gov- 


ernor Bryan that one man could drive

strange countryside all 
bj> himself 


during the dark of night. Nesbit said 
that at could be done and he did it. 
Thejgovernbr was convinced, however 
when Secretary of State Charles Pool, 
who claims that he had rode the range 
in Texas in his youth, said that it is 
just like pie for one man with a good 
horse to handle a herd of 100 cattle.

Man Captured in Cleveland Admits 


Double Killing at Omaha Last 


May—Statements Agree With 


Inquest Evidence. 


OMAHA, Neb., March 13.—There is 


no question of the guilt of William 
Albert Rich, held in Cleveland as the 
slayer of C. B. and Robert Siefken 
May 2ft, -1922, according to word re- 
ceived Sunday night from County At- 
torney Henry Beal and Detective Wil- 
liam Gurnett, who are in Cleveland to 
escort Rich back to Omaha. 


The detective and the county attor- 


ney questioned Rich Sunday and de- 
clare that his statements agree in 
every detail with those brought out 
at the coroner's inquest. 


"I did it and I'll take my^ medicine," 


Rich told the officers. "I can't plead 
guilty, but I won't put any obstacles 
in the way of the man who prose- 
cutes me. 
"There wasn't any chance to get 


out of the filling station before I shot 
the man and the boy. I might have 
made a break to get away, and have 
taken some chances running down the 
tsreet, but I was just out of the pen 
and I sure didn't hfve any nouon of 
going back. 
If there was to be a 


next time I wouldn't shoot—I'd try to 
run for It" 
Rich also 
confessed to having 


robbed the restaurant 
opposite the 


Omaha union depot a short tune after 
the night of the fatal shooting. He 
declared that his partner in that rob- 
bery was Jimmy Reed, Sioux City. 
Reed was killed last December by a 
policeman in Chicago. 


Rich declared to the officers that 


he nad always associated with men of 
the caliber of Reed. The man with 
whom Rich was arrested in Cleveland 
is said to have attempted to kill the 
arresting officer at the time of his ar- 
rest. Rich fought "like a-wild cat," 
the officers declare, and it was not 
until after he had been locked, in-a 
cell at the police station that iie was 
peaceful. 
Rich will be indicted in Cleveland 


for burglary and then wil^be^released 
on his own bond so he can be returned 
ehre to stand tna^ for the murder 
The indictments are to be bioughl 
against him so that in case he is freec 
of the charge here he can be returnee 
at once to Cleveland to stand trial 
on burglary charges.. He faces life 
imprisonment in Ohio.

Not Used To Short Ones. 


The result is that when the players 


come to tournament play they find

— thev have never schooled them- 
selves in the making of those short 
ones. They are accustomed to having 
their opponents knock the ball away 
and1 say, "That's good," when the putt 
is an j thing inside of two or three 
leet 


In competition, and particularly in 


rueclal play which governs the qualify- 
ing rounds in tournaments, every putt, 
no matter how short, must be holed 
out — the ball must be actually played 
into the cup with a stroke with the 
putter, or disastrous penalties are in- 
curred. 
That is where the average 


plajei1 who has become confirmed in 
the habit of conceding his opponent's 
short onefc, and of having an opponent 


fled if after a match or stroke com- 
petition 
had bee* 'finished he 
dis- 


covered too late for correction that 
on a particular hole he had incurred 
a penalty with which he had failed to 
charge hi^mself thru lack of acquaint- 
ance with the rules." 


Accordingly it is urged that every 


goiter should familiarize himself with 
the rules, "that he should observe them 
religiously himself, and that he should 
insist upon bis opponents observing 
them. It is not good sportsmanship 
to waive a penalty that an opponent 
has incurred. On the contrary, in a 
tournament a player who does this 
out of a spirit of generosity, or out 
of ignorance, may disquality himself.

PLANS CHANGES IN 


CORRUPT PRACTICES 


Amendment to Senate Bill Proposes 


to Exempt Political Adver- 


tising of the Can- 


. didates. 


The senate committee on privileges 


and elections has amended S. F. 70, 
the corrupt practices act, so that 
candidates for office need not file ex- 
pense accounts covering funds spent 
for newspaper advertising. , 


.The present law excepts personal 


traveling 
expenses 
of 
candidates. 


This provision still stands in the bill. 
The present law specifically exempts 
money spent for postage, for writing 
or printing and distributing 
letters, 


circulars and posters and' for tele- 
graph and telephone services. 
This 


is stricken out of the law by the pio- 
visions of the bill. 


Another amendment prohibits news- 


papers from charging more for po- 
litical advertising than the r egniar 
commercial rate for the same class of 
advertising. In regard to the latter 
amendment, the committee deemed it 
necessary to prevent a few newspap- 
ers from boosting prices for political 
advertising three or four times the 
regular rate. The bill with committee 
amendments is now on the general 
file in the senate- 


A committee amendment strikes out 


a part of the original bill which had 
been, added to the present law which 
voids a candidate's election to office. 
The part stricken out provided that if 
a charge Of violating the law was 
pending in court the person then in 
office should continue to hold0. 


The bill amends that part of the 


present law which says it shall be 
unlawful to give away or treat to any 
drink, cigars or other 
refreshment. 


This provision is changed to read: 
"Give away or treat to meals, cigars 
or other refreshment: to proi-ide ex- 
cursions, picnics or admissions 
to 


athletic contests, sports or indoor or 
outdoor spectacles, plajs. mo.ing p'c- 
tures or entertainments of any chsr- 
acter."

Da Vinci's Thumb Print. 


Some time ago a legal controversy 


arose over the authenticity of an al- 
leged painting by Leonardo da Vinci. 
Experts and photographers were en- 
gaged on both sides. The whole mat- 
ter turned on finger prints. What be- 
came of that particular controversy 
we do not know. But now another 
painting heretofore supposed to be by 
a minor artist has been identified by 
experts as a lost Da Vinci. 


The story is a curious one. As is 


widely known, artists often use the 
thumb or finger In working over cer- 
tain bits of the painting. These im- 
pressions are often perfectly legible 
after centuries. Now, there are no 
two persons in the world who have 
exactly the same finger print, and the 
•convolutions or whorls bave been 
classified and measured so that tens 
of thousands of prints can be filed 
like index cards and by comparison 
a. new finger print can be identified 
af already filed or not filed. 


In the case of the picture now at- 


tributed to Da Vinci, the comparison 
of course is between finger marks (or 
rather thumb marks) on that picture 
and thumb marks on pictures positive- 
ly known to be painted by Da Vinci. 


The owner of the picture. George T. 


Pearsons, a New York art collector, 
had supposed it to be the work of 
Giapetrino, a lltlle known painter of 
about the time in which Da Vinci 
flourished. It h=.d, however, some of 
the great artist's characteristics. 


This led to a fiagor print search by 


A. R. Sowall. an ejrpert.

mourning is a custom so deeply rooted 
that the one whose feelinss prompt 
him to go without often suffers from 
the comment and.the consequent no- 
toriety caused by his divergence from 
this traditional formality. If mourn- 
ing is worn, It should be harmonious. 
Nothing is more inapproriate than an 
elaborately beaded gown or a shiny 
satin frock with crepe-trimmed hat 
There is no reason why mo-rains 
should not be made attractive and be- 
coming despite its ordained simplicity.

MEN AND THINGS 


With, the conservative-minded folks joined with the 


politicians in opposition to the bill abolishing the party 
circle, those who favor this progressive legislation are 
finding themselves with a fight on their hands. The 
bill is directly intended to make straight party voting 
impossible, and if it becomes a law it will force upon 
all voters the necessity of using intelligence, something 
that is demanded by the best interests of government. 
The party circle is doubtless a convenience to those 
who retain the archaic notion that their party can do 
no wrong or who take their candidates straight or who 
are willing to take a primary's verdict as all right with 
them, but it is a poor way for a democracy to function. 
If the legislature does not pass the bill, the people will 
do it by Initiative. 


Congressman Howard went out of his way in his 


speech to the democratic club to daub mud on the mem- 
bers of the state senate. He says, among other things, 
that they are controlled by the special interests, and as 
proof says that every bill aimed at the telephone inter- 
ests has been killed. These bills are two in number. 
One provided for a county unit; and its author aban- 
doned the bill after he had been convinced by inquiry 
into the facts that it is an impracticable way of hand- 
ling the business and unfair to the majority of pa- 
trons. The other bill was indefinitely postponed on a 
committee recommendation without the introducer pro- 
testing. It proposed to cut toll rates in two, in face ot 
the recent finding of the state railway commission that 
toll charges did not bear a fair ratio to total expense, 
another way of saying that people who paid monthly 
rentals were making up in their rates the deficiency in 
income from low toll rates, which benefit business men 
largely. 


It isn't any wonder that state officials and legislators 


sometimes think there ought to be a law to bring 
swiftly to book men who make general charges of cor- 
ruption against an administration or a legislature, gen- 
erally made to help out selfish or party political ambi- 
tions. It js easy to give a color of truth to these state- 
ments by pointing to the number of corporation restric- 
tive bills that are killed at each session, but the ex- 
planation is simple when the facts are known. Radi- 
cals introduce these as representing their views, to ad- 
vertise themselves as friends of the people or to get 
even with some corporation that opposed them at the 
election. There is nothing: left for a fair-minded legis- 
lator to do, when asked to pass on them, but to throw 
them out when they are unfair, confiscatory or im- 
practical. 
Others are introduced by members at the 


request of some powerful constituent, and as most of 
these are "spite" bills they never get far. 


Most persons -will give an approving pat to the bill 


that proposes to punish with life imprisonment the man 
who sets fire to a building that houses human beings. 
If anybody deserves a long term in prison it is the fel- 
low who, to Cash. In on an insurance policy, will endan- 
ger life and limb. The man who commits arson is a 
pietty poor imitation of a man under any circumstances 
It is a crime that comprehends two or three disgrace- 
ful acts in one, and maybe life imprisonment under the 
circumstanced described will lessen the number of of- 
fenses.
